Having reached the automobile, 
ready cranked, the man leaped in and 
was on the point of starting, when an 
unidentified man leaped forward and 
fired both barrels of a shotgun full 
into his breast. The crowd believed 
McGuffin had been killed and quickly 
dispersed, while the officers took the 
injured man to the hospital for atten- 
tion,

As an 
attorney general of the United States, 
he had proved to be a friend of the 
people, fighting through court cases 
which established the foundation of all 
jurisprudence on the anti-trust sub- 
ject. In private life he was recognized 
as one of the ablest lawyers in Ohio. 
In February, 1910, ten months before 
the state election in Ohio, when Judson 
Warmon would go before the people 
for re-election, Ohio Republicans by or- 
der of President Taft held a harmony 
meeting in Dayton.
